CATHOUU ALLEGIANCE TO THE POPE 
DISPROVED— THE PROOF, ETC. 
Mr. Editor: I hope I may be pardoned for 
again trespassing upon your indulgence, or 
claiming another hearing of the people upon a 
subject that appears to enter largely into their 
judgment, and forms no small part of public 
discontent. The uneasiness of an individual or 
a familv is trivial and transient; but when socie- 
ties and nations become disturbed, there is no 
calculating the calamity or the consequences. — 
In this state of affairs every one has a duty to 
perform, and, failing to discharge his obfiga 
tions, he cannot acquit himself of the responsi- 
bility, be his condition or position in society 
what it may. 

At this time, when the republic is disturbed 
in all its members, when ambition and the 
pride of power threaten to overthrow the estab 
Iishec and settled institutions of our happy 
country, founded in revolution and cemented in 
blood, when fanaticism without cause, and 
phrensy without discretion threaten to over 
whelm" the conservative portion of the people, 
who have always preserved the equilibrium of 
the government ! and protected it from the inva- 
sions of the turbulent and dissatisfied, these ob- 
ligations arc doubly increased. Of the republic 
ire in i'd hardly despair, because the people love 
their constitution and their liberties; and around 
them now, as around the standard that proclaim 
ed them first, the people and the friends of liber 
ty every where would rally, and upon their altar 
would offer up their lives a free and willing sac 
rifice! Nor need we apprehend that the politi 
co-religious rage that sweeps and scours our 
country will be of long duration, or fraught with 
any great mischief, because we have yet a consti- 
tution 'protecting all alike, and granting favors 
to none; and the people will protect it until it 
gives place to another, which is not probable; for 
although we have but few men of the revolutiona- 
ry stamp, still the mouument of thcirglory will be 
preserved by their children as their own defence, 
and as a beacon light to down trodden and op- 
pressed liberty in the world! Nor yet do I look 
for a long continuance of this alarm or fear, ex- 
cited lor sinister or unworthy motives by con 
stantly appealing to the passions and prejudices 
of our nature, instead of the higher and nobler 
attributes of dignified and enlightened man 

I do not propose to accuse any, but certainly 
that which is called religion has had much to do 
with exciting and fostering the sentiment of 
prejudice upon which it is based; and in its 
zeal to do good I hope it has not forgotten the 
cardinal principles, to have charity and to love 
our neighbor as we do ourselves; and, moreover, 
it has made its mission in this world of doubtful 
character, especially with those it _should have 
directed and led to heaven! This system o/ fir 
rorism will be short-lived, for fear is theTnost 
transient of all the passions. It is the warning 
that nature (give* fur self-preservation; and when 
we are satisfied there is no danger, the warning 
is useless and nature does not give it. The pres 
erit alarming discontent, then, will and must 
vanish; the good will be separated from the bad- 
intentioned, because every man must see that 
public tranquility and domestic peace can alone 
give all the enjoyment of rational liberty; and 
to preserve these, fhe people, every one of them 
must have their due place in the State, when 
the constitution and the laws have placed them 
The cause of this alarm, sir, is a legitimate 
subject of inquiry, and one upon which every 
individual should reflect and be convinced. — 
Let us, then, be candid; let us be just; let us not 
wrong ourselves or our neighbor; let us not give 
such sad tokens of fear, or subject ourselves to 
the ridicule of the world! Let us have evidence 
upon the subject about which there appears to 
be so much concern; let us have good testimony, 
not the 'ip»e iW of any one, whether priest, or 
parson, or layman, but the record of history and 
of penal laws enacted to punish and torment one 
another in the name of religion and of God! I 
am no advocate of any one religious order, nor 
the apologist of any sect. I would not claim for 
ruy own persuasion one immunity not sanctioned 
by an equal constitution and just laws. I ask 
only 'religious liberty;' and what I would wish 
for myself I would most cheerfully give to every 
creature that bears upon his countenance the im 
age of a common Creator and a just God. 

I am not to speak for her who has been called 
'the scarkt colored' wanton, whether she sits upon 
the seven hills that overlook the Tiber, or in the 
unholy embrace of royalty sits enthroned upon 
the Thames, with her crown of despotism and 
oppression upon her head, forging chains for the 
whole world, or making yokes for the people'.- 
necks! Nor vet do I speak for her while she 
would be established upon the banks of our own 
beautiful Hudson, or Delaware, or Ohio, or ML 
sissippi, or upon the Potomac, while it rolls its 
hallowed stream to the sea, made so by the ashes 
of him who was 'first in war. first in peace, and 
first in the hearts of his countrymen,' and who is 
justly called the Father of his Country!' No, I 
am not; for who would wish to witness the illicit 
intercourse, the adulterous union of Church and 
State? Who desires to have the constitution 
torn away that has pronounced an eternal di- 
vorce between them? Should madness and in- 
fatuation so far prevail as to restrict the belief of 
anyone, or stifle the promptings of conscience, 
or punish, by denying the natural, constitution- 
al rights protected by our laws, what denomina- 
tion of the fifty different ones in our country will 
claim the ascendant or the divine right to rule, 
or how will the question of preference be settled 
among the sons ot Levi, that desire to send men 
to Heaven by sanction and authority of law? 

The folly of the mythological giants that 
placed 'Ossa on Pelion' may indeed be pardoned 
on account of their ignorance or conscious 
strength and so might the greater folly of those 
who undertook to raise towering Babel to the 
skies; still each had its merited chastisement 
from insulted Heavenl But the folly of those 
who would destroy our constitution or strip it of 
its charms, or countenance the proscription of 
any person for his political or religious belief, 
and grant necessarily protection to others at the 
expense of the general good, finds no parallel 
among any people of any age of the world; and 
so great an outrage would be surely punished by 
that God of infinite justice as wefl as of infinite 
mercy, and who is no respecter of persons! But 
however great^the outrage, it is urged by some as 
a matter of expediency to protect them against 
their Catholit friends and neighbors who are con- 
spiring against the liberties of the country and 
the lives of the people! Indeed, one would 



think that the age of Otis Plots and Meal Tub 
Plots had come again to curse the world! All 
the old stories of 'blood and bones' are revived, 
and things are talked about that would reproach 
the age of witchcraft! 

The ill-fated man who has the misfortune to hare a 
Catholic wife will irate up in the morning and Jind 
his throat cut by her, or the wjfe will find herself 
murdered by her cruel husband — poor thing!

"I, A B, do swear that I do abjure, contemn, 
and detest as unchristian and impious, the prin 
ciplc that it is lawful to murder, destroy, or 
any ways injure any person whatsoever, for or 
under preteuce of being a heretic; and I do de- 
clare solemnly before God that I belie >e that no 
act, in itself unjust, immoral, or wicked, ca.i ever 
be justified or excused by or under pretence or 
color that it was done either for the good to the 
church or in obedience to any ecclesiastical 
power whatsoever. I also declare that it is not 
an article of faith in tho Catholic church, neith- 
er am I thereby rcquireto believe or profess, that 
the Pope is infallible, or that I am bound to 
obey any order in its own naturu immoral, 
though the Pope or any ecclesiastical power 
should issue or direct such order; but. on the 
contrary, I hold that it would be sinful to pav 
any respect or obedience thereto. I further de- 
clare that I do not believe that any sin whatev- 
er committed by me can be forgiven at the 
mere will of the Pope, or any person or persons 
whatsoever; but that sincere sorrow forpaM sins, 
a firm sincere resolution to avoid future guilt, 
and to attone toOod, are previous and indispen- 
sable requisites to establish a well-founded ex- 
pectation of forgiveness; and that any person 
who receives absolution without these previous 
requisites, so far from obtaining thereby any Re- 
mission of his sins, incurs the additional guilt 
fo violating a sacrament. And I also swear that 
I will defend to the utmost of my power the set- 
tlement and arrangement of property in this 
country as established by the laws as now in 
being; and I do hereby disclaim, disavow, and 
solemnly adjure any intention to subvert "the 
present church establishment, for the purpose of 
substitutinga Catholic establishment in its stead 
and I do hereby solemnly swear that I 'will not 
exercise anv privilege to which I am now or may- 
become entitled, to disturb or weaken the Prot- 
estant religion and Protestant State establish- 
ment of the British empire. So help me God!' 

This, sir, is the requirement of the corrupt 
and aggressive Church and State establishment 
in the British empire of her Catholic subjects, 
that she may feel herself safe in her regal wicked- 
ness. This is a specimen of a monster under 
whose oppressive weight all the Protestants of 
Britain as well as the Catholics have groaned! 
This oath of abjuration is required only of the 
Catholic dissenters. Their religion teaches themto 
obey the laws and support the constitution, and 
peril even life itself in defence of the countryand 
that adoption of their birth, and they willingly 
take the oath rofutiug the imputations false 
ly made against allegiance and faith.

Another Indian Butchery. — We copy the fol- 
lowing from the Sau Antonia Ledger of the 2d 
instant: 

Ou Sunday evening Mr. St. Williaius. living 
on the Medina, about fourteen miles from this 
city, was cruelly murdered by a party of six In- 
dians. It seems that he had gone from his house 
for water, and soon after his wife, hearing him 
shout for assistance, ran to the spot, and found 
that the cruel work had been done — her hus- 
band was killed. The Indians then came to the 
house, robbed it of its contents, and carried off 
their three children. They loft ihe house a 
short time, and *»t down to enjoy a feast served 
up with the most shocking cruelty. Mrs. Will- 
iams followed them, and by entreaty succeeded 
in getting from them her two youngest children. 
The other, a little girl, they would not give up, 
but carried off with them, aud is still a cap- 
tive among them. — They also drove off the hors- 
es of Mr. Williams. Mrs. Williams started off 
to neighboring house almost frantic with grief 
scarcely knowing where or for what she was go- 
ing. After wandering about, lost and bewilder- 
ed, for the whole of Sunday night, about day- 
light she came up to the Louse of Mr. Cauu- 
thers. 

Several citizens of the neighborhood started off 
immediately in pursuit. We have not yet heard 
whether or not it is likely that the Indians 
would be overtaken, but would rather think thnt 
they will make their escape.
